CHINESE WOMEN AS 
MERCHANTS. 


A NEW SPIRIT IN CHINA. 


Women may be quite fit to 
stand for election for a seat in 
Parliament, or they may have 
forensic talents, but we do not 
think they will: speaking general- 
ly, make a success: in busines: 
‘All round we are witnéssing 
marvellous changes. China is 
awakening from her Rip Wan 
Winklesleep, Chinese mothers are 
asserting their influence and, al- 
though suffragatism hag not 
assailed the Chinese hearth, we 
are certainly safe in saying that 
we are on the threshold of an 
era in China when Chinese 
women will guide their 
men folk and cease to be 
guided. This tendency is appar- 
ent to any observer. Chinese 
girls have. thrown themselves 
whole heartedly into assimilating 
Western culture, they have taken 
to sports, and what not, and to- 
day we have ta record another 
field which has been penetrated. 
kt is. business. 

The story of how six Chinese 
married ladies tried to become 
Wallingfords is amusing for its 
pathos. They invested $1,075 in 
a salt business—now, not a word 
to their husbands. All these 
creatures were living in a’ house 
.in Elgin Street in separate apart- 
ments. - Knowing how easily 


women chum up with strangers, it’ 
jis not surprising that all these 


heterogeneous | elements were 
brought together. In this case 


the order of the Original Sin was’ 


reversed. It was not Eve who 
tempicd Adam, bur the wily 
Adam who tempted Eve. The 
Adan of our drama was a Chinese 
who happened to live by himself 
nm the same ‘building as the 
*ladies” and, ingratiating him- 
self into their goad books. he made 
a fine proposition to them. He 


“tdid not represent him-elf as the 


alchemist, but a salt merchant. 
The general rule is always to take 
whatever a salt deater, tells. you 
witha big pinch of'sain | 

The proposition to the women 
was that if they cared to join him 
in his enterprise he would be toa 
pleased to make room for them in 
his heart and mind. He said he 
had a junk that used to make two 
trips, laden with salt, and, as 
everybody knows, the demand 
for this. commodity will be 
phenomenal, as the Germans are 
not the salt of the earth, they 
imagined they were. The 
“Tadies” gladly contributed 
their “mite’’ for a share in this 
enterprise (all this money of 
theirs being the savings in the 
market and bogus bills for dresses 
which were paid by their hus- 
bands). “In all $1,075 was handed 
over to Adam, some contributing 
$200, same 100 and lesser sums. 


Tt was not an easy job to settle 
the profit-charing question. Here 
the ladies were up against a 
wall, for Adam persisted’ in not 
paying more than 50 per cent. of 
the net profits. After sp lot of 
baggling and damping of cheeks, 
sixty par cent. was agreed upon.
